Last month the board was able 


to find money to pay Fred Leake, 
Jr., for services as assistant to 
his father but vetoed funds for 
the attorneys and doctors. 


Commenting on these bills at 


yesterday's meeting. 
Supervisor 


Frank C. Sproul said: 


"We on the finance committee 


felt that these bills were too high. 
That's why they were held up 
for payment at

meeting. Since that time we had 
a conference with Judge George 
C. Dixon, and it has been decided 
to draft a letter to the proper

reached a depth of about 40 feet 
in the drilling operation yesterday 
afternoon when the vacuum caused 
by the natural gas flow held the 
heavy drill in the casing.

statement that there were difmite- 
ly traces of crude oil and a heavy 
flow of natural gas.

Equito, Ecuador, Aug. 6—(AP) 
Rescue parties reported today 


that more than 200 persons were 
killed in a series of sharp earth- 
quakes that shattered at least 
a dozen populous mountain cities 
and towns yesterday afternoon. 


Ambato, a provincial capital of 


50,000 population 55 miles south 
of Quito, reported 200 dead in the 
one city! Scattered reports from 
other areas cut off by wrecked 
bridges and telephone lines indi- 
cated the death toll would rise 
much higher. 


Centuries-old 
cathedrals were 


shaken down, a military barracks 
collapsed on conscripts and in one 
area a train was derailed. 


An eyewitness broadcasting from 


Ambato said many of the dead 
were children who were studying 
their catechism in a 
cathedral 


when the quake knocked over the 
stone structure. 


High In Andes 


The Quito observatory said the 


earthquake's destruction was cen- 
tered about 60 miles south of 
Quito, high in the Andes moun- 
tains. 
Guyayaquil, on the coast, 


reported the first shock at 1:02 
p. m. and a second one followed 
at 1:08 p. m. 


Although reports from other 


areas were still vague, Ambato 
appeared to be hardest hit. 
The 


Ambato broadcaster said a third 
city wag destroyed. 


President Galo Plaza Lasso left 


for Ambato 
to

charge of rescue work.

Miss Downs recommends that

a fire record so bad "hardly any- 
one today would think of using 
them."

Other structural fire

Concern Over Bogging Tax Dollars 


Representative Clare Hoffman, Michigan, Republican, 


has added his voice to those in congress who think the fed- 
eral government is hogging the tax dollar, to the handicap 
of state and local governments. 


This is an old cry, but it has been rising this year. Sen- 


ator Bricker of Ohio" has proposed a commission to investi- 
gate intergovernmental relations, with special emphasis on 
the role played by the taxing powers of the various levels 
of government. 


Of course, some who broach the issue are not really 


concerned with a fine balance among the three levels. They 
are opposed to federal spending as such, regardless of its 
effect on other governments. It would be more honest for 
them simply to say so. 


But we perceive basic merit in the idea of exploring the 


present relations among the federal, state and local govern- 
ments The amazing growth of the federal sphere since de- 
pression days has upset old patterns and produced a form- 
less confusion that nearly defies analysis. 


The Hoover commission's studies on government reor- 


ganization represents a sincere effort to bring order into 
the sprawling federal household. It is already bearing fruit 
and promises to bear more. 


Why not a similar commission to undertake a thoroughly 


objective appraisal of the interrelations of governments? 
The nation is entitled to have a clear understanding of the 
proper future roles of federal, state and local governments 
in the light of developments since 1932. 


Is the strong trend toward centralization likely to suck 


all power out of state and local units? To what extent is 
the growth of federal activities a consequence of default by 
lower levels of government on their responsibilities? To 
what extent is that growth an improper and unwarranted in- 
vasion of state and local fields? 


In other words, is the federal government stepping in at 


points where other governments could still handle their prob- 
lems if allowed? 


If it should prove true that the federal government is 


monopolizing tax sources, how did it happen and what ought 
to be done about it? 


The future of government close to home and close to the 


people may hinge on the answers to questions like these. 
The country should have them.

port, called a "White Paper," ex- 
plaining why things went wrong 
in China, 


He Sums It Up 


Summed up. the paper says: 


1. The Chinese Com-nuiiifits 


have taken over most of the 
country and can take o\er all 
of It, any time they want to. 


2. The only opposition to the 


Communists — the Nationalist 
government of Generalissimo 
Chiang Kai-Shek—was rotten 
and it's not worth a dime any- 
more, 


8. This 
government 
had 


helped Chiang's outfit but has 
tvashed Its hands of the Chiang 
crew now. And that polishes 
off the last real block inside 
China to the Communists. 
The White Paper says more: 
We were in there pitching for 


Chiang, and we poured help into 
•fcm, but he didn't know what to 
to with it. 
He was bullheadect, 


ind he blew the help we gave, and 
messed up his armies. And instead 
of reforming his rotten govern- 
ment into one the Chinese people 
could hav« faith 
in and rally 


•round, he let it stay rotten- The 
government and his armies melted 
away and the Communists tooK 
over. 


A Gloomy Picture 


That's a pretty gloomy picture 


In the White Paper, when you re- 
member it's a great boon te Rus- 
sia to have a Communist China 
by its side and a great blow to 
this country since a huge chunk 
of friendly Asia is lost to us. 


In fact; Secretary of State Ache 


non told a news conference when 
the White Paper was released, the 
Chinese Communists are Russian 
•tooges, ready to sneeze when Rus 
•ia feels * draft. 


But Acheson tried to throw 
i 


cheery note into the China disas 
ter by saying he's not "defeatist' 
about it at all. Indeed, he wen 
further and said: 


The $64 Question 


The U. S. is willing to help the 


Chinese people establish true in- 
dependence. But the ?64 question 
—now—was something he didn't 
answer. 


All he could do was list five 


principles for this country's atti- 
tude toward Cnina. They said, in 
effect, we'd like to help the Chin- 
ese people get rid of Moscow's 
Chinese lieutenants. And—he said 
the problem of how to do it is 
being studied. 


But the Chinese Communists, if 


they're like Communists every- 
where else, and they seem to be, 
will rule the people with an iron 
hand. And that ought to be pret- 
ty good in keeping down any out- 
breaks against the Communist re- 
gime, particularly since there's no 
real military opposition left. 


Tough Job Ahead 


That's going to make it very 


tough, if not impossible, for this 
government to do anything for any 
of the Chinese people-who'd like a 
different kind of government. 


At this moment it seems the only 


thing this country can do is help 
China's neighbors in Asia if the 
Chinese Communists try to run 
over them. 


One thing the 
White Paper 


makes clear: In its fight against 
Communism, the western world 
suffered a tremendous disaster in 
China. 
About 300,000,000 people 


in China were lined up with the 
200,000,000 in Russia, 


It may be years before the west 


feels the full effect of this, since 
the Chinese Communists have a 
big job on their hands in indus- 
trializing their country and get- 
ting it on its feet, for the firsi 
time in history. 


But it's just one more part o 


the world, and a huge part, that in 
time can be turned against tin 
west in any future conflict be 
tween Communism and capitalism.
